CAPT. BOYD IS BLAMED . 
BY SCOUT SPILLSBURY. 


Declares American Officer was Warned not to Attempt 
to go Through Mexican Line and Believes His “Bull- 
le for the Fatal Battle that

Took Place at Carrizal,

L PASO, June 29.—Lem H. 

Spilisbury, the Mormon scout 

who guided Capt. Charies T. 
Boyd and his littl command 
over the trail that led to the Car- 
rizal encounter spent the night at the 
home of his brother here. The 
troopers were quartered at Fort 
Bliss, awaiting orders from Gen. 
Funston at San Antonlo. 

Two stories, widely diverging, 
were brought back from their captiv- 
ity by the prisoners. One, told by 
Spillsbury, upholds statements he 
Was credited with making at Chi- 
huahua City, charging Capt. Boyd 
with “bull-headedness” in advancing 
in the face of a certain Mexican ar- 
tack. The other, narrated by fight- 
ing men of the Tenth, declares the 
Mexicans to have been the aggres- 


sors and blames them for the ensu- 
ing slaughter. 

Spillsbury was asked the direct 
question as to who, in his opinion, 
be responsible for the Carrizal af- 
air. 


“I am hardly prepared to answer | 5 


that question,”’ he said. “If Capt. Boyd 
had orders to go through Carrizal to 
Villa Ahumada, he demonstrated 
that he was a very brave man and 
that he would make every effort’ to 
carry out*his orders. If he did not 
have orders to go through to Villa 
Ahumada he behaved very foolishly.” 


SPILLSBURY ANSWERS. 


Three hours later, then Spillsbury 
had crossed to the American side of 
the international bridge, he was 
asked: 

“Do you know the contents of the 
statement Gen. Trevino issued re- 
garding your claim that the Carrizal 
fight resulted from Capt. Boyd's ac- 
tion 

“I do,” he answered. 

“Do you still stick to that state- 
ment?’’ 

“I certainly do.” 

Spilisbury said he was  wnot 
frightened into making the state- 
ment and added that immediately on 
his arrival in Chihuahua City the 
commander of the Mexican army 
corps of the north sent for him 
and asked him to outline the Car- 
rizal affair as he saw it. 

Spillsbury said that he was un- 
able to say who fired the first shot 
at Carrizal and added that the 
American command engaged there 
numbered seventy-six men, ten of the 
original eighty-six comprising the 
command having been sent back 
from Santa Maria. 

“We had been on a scouting ex- 
pedition for several days when Capt. 
Charies T. Boyd told me that we 
were bound for Villa Ahumada for 
the purpose of investigating reports 
that bandits were in that vicinity, 
and to locate a -deserter,’’ he said. 
“We arrived outside Carrizal a week 
ago last Wednesday and Capt. Bovd 
sent a messenger to Gen. Felix 
Gomez, commanding the Carranzista 
garrison, asking permission to pass 
through the town toward Villa Ahu- 
mada on a peaceful mission. ’ 


GOMEZ REPLIES. 
“Gen. Gomez replied by sending 


Capt. Boyd. A parley, at which I 
was interpreter, Was held in the cen- 
ter of the field. The Mexican officer 
told Capt. Boyd that his orders were 
that Americans could not advance 
south, east or west. Capt. Boyd 
then asked for a personal interview 
with Gen. Gomez. This was grafited. 

“Gen. Gomez reiterated the infor- 


mation given by his subordinate in 
regard to his lines. A few minutes 
later, almost simultaneously, both 


\ 


commands formed m lines of skir- 
mish. Then a detachment of Car- 
ranzistas went around our left flank 


as if to encircle us. We found our- 
selves in the center of a line of Mex- 


icans, stretching in a horseshoe-like 


curve about us. Then the firing be- 


gan. 

“I don’t know who began it, but 
from the center of the horseshoe a 
Mexican machine gun poured a hail 
of bullets at.us, while from the 
point of the curve on our left flank 
another was firing at us.”’ 

Spillsbury’s description of the bat- 
tle was practically the same as that 
previously given out by other 
sources, 

The scout said that after the sec- 
ond conference he had urged Capt. 
Boyd not to advance in the face of 
the contrary orders of the Mexicans, 
but was told that he should follow 
instructions. 

““Don't fire until you are fired 
upon, boys,’ I heard Capt. Boyd 
shout as he gave the order to ad- 
a over my earnest protest,” he 


Spillsbury said he was surrounded 
y a large band of Mexicans, who 
forced him to surrender, and threat- 
ened to shoot him immediately. 


FEARED EXECUTION. 


“They said I had fired the shots 
that killed their leader, and they 
called me the ‘tejano,’ and seemed 
to believe I was a Texas Mexican 
and consequently, in their opinion, 
a traitor to Mexico,” he continued. 
“Until, with the other prisoners, my 
arms were bound and I was put in 
a stock car bound for Chihuahua, I 
believed that I was to be executed. 
The soldiers also believed they were 
to be killed, but I assured them that 
they were not, and as we got farther 
into the interior our confidence began 
to come back. But again at Chi- 
huahua City I was told that the 
Governor of the State had ordered 
my execution, and not until I had 
talked with Gen. Trevino was I 
completely reassured.”’ 

Spilisbury and the prisoners as- 
serted that they had received the 
most courteous treatment through- 
out from their captors, pointing out 
that every effort was made to con- 
trol the inflamed civil population of 
several towns who offered them 
bodily harm. They were stoned, 
they said, at Villa Ahumada, when 
they were put on the train. 

They were confined in individual 
cells in the Chihuahua penitentiary, 
Splilsbury said, but throughout the 
days they were allowed the liberty 
of a small patio, where they gath- 
ered and talked over their chances 
of freedom.

—lUncle Sam’s experts in for- 
est products are working, it 
was announced today, on Cal- 
ifornia woods in an effort to 
find some satisfactory substi- 
tute for the French briars, 
which are becoming as extinct 
as the dodo owing to the war 
and the consequent shutting 
down of the pipe factories. In 
1915 there were $300,000 worth 
of pipe blanks imported from 
France for manufacture here 
at an immensely - increased 
price for the finished article. 
Mountain laurel root is being 
used, but it is too soft, and the 
forest products laboratory 
here is trying to find means of 
hardening the wood so it will 
not burn out. Probably the 
most successful experiments 
are those being conducted with 
the chaparral, which is plenti- 
ful in the mountains back of 
Los Angeles and toward the 
desert. The roots of certain 
especies are believed from 
cyrsory experiments to be su- 
perior to the French briar.

CASUS BELLI GONE. 


The Carrizal engagement has dis- 
appeared as a casus belli, just as 
the Parral incident did. There is, 
of course, constant danger of fur- 
ther clashes between American 
troops and the Carranzista forces. 
Gen. Pershings instructions to avoid 
trouble will stand and he will do 
nothing to provoke an attack. 

It is realized by the administration 
that the presence of the American 
troops in Mexico constitutes an irri- 
tation which it is desirable to re- 
move, but Mr. Wilson cannot and 
will not withdraw Pershing’s com- 
mand from Mexico until the danger 
of attack by bands of Carranzistas 
and Villistas has been eliminated. 

In order to reduce this danger to 
the minimum, as well as to strength- 
en our forces with a view to inter- 
vention should conditions require, 
the National Guard is being hastened 
t» the border as rapidly as the units 
are reported in shape to move, If 
the Mexican government could be 
induced to adopt the sone idea, the 
President would order Gen. Persh- 
ing to draw in all his soldiers and 
employ them in preserving order 
within the twenty-five-mile strip 
which this sone would include. 

AGGRESSIVE MEASURES. 


While Congress takes the view that 
the release of the prisoners by Car- 
ranga has eased the situation, it is 
not halting the measures for aggres- 
sive action which have been recom- 
mended by the War Department. 
The Senate will add upward of $60,- 
000,000 to the Army Appropriation 
Bill. It is known by both houses 
that the department is making con- 
tracts for machine guns and other 
supplies which will necessitate an ex- 
penditure of $40,000,000. This ex- 
penditure will be taken care of in an 
emergency deficiency bill. Thus the 
Mexican situation will be responsible 
for an appropriation of something 
like $100,000,000 at this time, though 
the supplies obtained will be avail- 
able even in case there should be no 
war with the neighboring cotntry. 
Thus an important step will be taken 
in the way of preparedness, irre- 
spective of whether the Mexican.

not. 
THE GUARD DRAFT. 

The Senate today passed the reso- 
lution providing for drafting of the 
National Guard into the Federal 
service. The resolution will receive 
the approval of the President upon 
his return from New York. It is 
not intended to use the National 
Guard for service in Mexico. The va- 
rious commands will be distributed 
along the frontier for the purpose 
of protecting towns and ranches, 
thus freeing the regular army for 
active operations against the Car-| 
ranza forces should war come. But;

arrives, should it ever come, the 
guardsmen will be trained and hard-

HOPES FOR SETTLEMENT.

For this reason 
there will be no change in the or- 
ders of the National Guardsmen to 
move south. It is absolutely neces- 
gary, it is declared, to menace the 
Mexican government, not only to 
avoid actual war, but to assure pro- 
tection for life and property within 
Mexico. 

Reports received today show that 
Carranza is continuing to pursue the 
policy of confiscating the property 
of American refugees. Consul Sim- 
pich of ‘Nogales, Sonora, reported to 
the State Department today that his 
consulate had been entered ani 
looted by a mob. A eharp protest 
against this action will be made to 
the Carranza government, as well 
as the confiscation of American 
property.

AMERICAN IDEALS. 

“So I come to you with this 
thought: America is at a point, gen- 
tlemen, where it is more than ever 
necessary that she should under- 
stand her own ideals not only, but 
be ready to put them into action 
at any cost. It is one thing to en- 
tertain fine principles and another 
thing to make them work. It is one 
thing to entertain them in the for- 
mulas of words like the splendid 
words which were uttered and give 
distinction to this ancient and his- 
toric building behind me, but it is 
another thing to know that those 
same men did make those words live 
in the action of their lives. And 
America is summoned in each new 
generation to renew not only the 
pledges that those men made, but 
to renew the example which they 
gave to the world. 

“I am not interested, and I beg 
that you will believe me when TI say, 
that I never have been interested in 
fighting for myself, but I am im- 
mensely interested in fighting for 
the things that I believe in, and, so 
far as they are concerned, I am a 
challenger to all comers. It ts im-. 
portant, therefore, since I am in 
a fighting mood, to let you know 
what are some of the things that I 
do believe in. 

“In the first place, I believe, and 
I summon you to show your belief 
in the same thing, that it is the 
duty of every American, in every- 
thing that he does, in his business 
and out of it, to think first, not of 
himself or of any interest which 


but of the country which we 
serve. ‘America first’ means nothing 
until you translate it in what you 
do. Bo I believe most profoundly in 
the duty of every American to exalt 
the national conscience by  »puri- 
fying his own motives and exhibit- 
ing his own devotion. 


“I believe in the second place, 
that America, the country that we 
put first in our thoughts, should be 
ready in every point of policy and of 
action to vindicate at whatever cost ' 
the principles of liberty, of justice 
and of humanity, to which we have | 
been devdéted: from the first. You, 
cheer the séntiment, but do you! 


realize what it means? It means 
that you have not only got to be just 
to other nations. It comes high. It 
is notan easy thing to do. It is easy | 


to think first of the material interest 
of America, but it is not easy to 
think first of what America, if she 
lovés justice, ought to do in the field 
of international affairs. I believe 
that at whatever cost America should 
be just to other peoples and treat 
other peoples as she demands tnat 
they should treat her. She has a 
right to demand that they treat her 
with justice and respect, and she has 
a right to insist that they treat 
her in that fashion, but she cannot 
with dignity or with self-respect in- 
sist upon that unless she is willing 
to act in the same fashion toward 
them. That, I am ready to fight for 
at any cost to myself. 


“Then, in the third place, touch- | 


ing our lives more intimately, my 
fellow-citizens, this is what I believe: 
If I understand the life of America, 
the central Be og of it is this, 
that no small body of persons, no 
matter how influential, shall be 
trusted to determine the policy and 
developnient of America. You know 
what you want in your busiriess. You 
want a fair field and no favor. 


OPPORTUNITY. 


“You want to be given the same 
opportunity that other men have, not 
only to make known what you have 
to sell, but to sell it under as favor- 
able conditions as anybody else, and 
the principle of the life of America 
is that she draws her vitality, not 
from small bodies of men who may 
wish to assume the res bility of 
guiding and controlling her, but from 
the bodw of thinking anf toiling men 
and planning from whom she draws 
her energyand vitality ds a nation. I 
believe, and this is the reason I am 
a Democrat, not merely with a big 
D, but with a little d—I am all kinds 
of a Democrat, so far as I can dis- 
cover, but the root of the whole 
business is this, that I believe in the 
patriotism and energy and initiative 
of the average man. Some men say 
they, believe in it, but when they 
act, they show that they do not. 
They show that they think the only 
advice that it is safe to take, is their 
advice. 

“I was not referring to any in- 
dividual, but I could give you an in- 
teresting and a very short list of a 
group of individuals who have that 
opinion, namely, that it ts not safe 
for the United States to escape from | 
their control. I feel perfectly safe 
in the hands of the average body of 
my fellow citizens. You are bound 
to fee] safe in their hands. If they 
do not believe in you, you cannot sell 
anything. If they do not believe in 
you, you cannot conduct your busi- 
ness. Your vitality comes from 
them to you: it does not go from you 
to them. The theory of government 
which I decline to subscribe-to is 
that the vitality of the nation comes 
out of closeted councils where a few 
men determine the polity of the 
country. 

“So, gentlemen, I feel at home in 
this company, not because I adver- 
tise, but because I have got princi- 
ples that I am perfectly willing to 
expose to the public view, and be- 
cause I want to express my sympathy 
with not only, but my admiration 
for a body of men who think it is 
worth while to get together in order 
to tell the truth, The only thing 
that ever set any man free, the only 


thing that ever set any nation free, / 


is the truth. A man that is afraid 
of the truth ts afraid of the law of 
life. A man that does not love the

A FREE NATION. 


“Can you imagine, my fellow coun- 
trymen, a more inspiring thing than 
to belong .to a free nation and make 
your way among men every one of 
whom has the right and the oppor- 
tunity to say what he thinks. Crit- 
icism does not hurt anybody. I 
heard an old politician once say to 
his son: ‘John, don’t bother your 
head about lies and slanders; they 
will take care of thémselves; but if 
you ever hear me denying anything 
you may make up your mind that it 
is so.’ 

“And when you see a man wincing 
under criticism you may know that 
something hit him that was so. 
And, therefore, when they are saying 
the things that are not true there is 
no credit in keeping your head and 
not minding it. I have such an in- 
veterate confidence in the ultimate 
triumph of the truth that I feel with 
old Dr, Oliver Wendell Homes that 
the truth is no invalid and you need 
not mind how roughly you handle 
her. She has got a splendid consti- 
tution and she will survive every trial 
and every labor. : 

“I have come, therefore, as I have 
abundantly shown you, not to make 
a formal speech—if I could show 
you some of the things I have been 
obliged to do before I came here, 
you would know that I could not 
possibly make a speech up—but 
merely to show my profound inter- 
est in a body of men who are not 
only devoted to business, but de- 
voted to ideals. Business is all right 
so long as it is not sordid, and it is 
sordid if it is shot through with 
ideals. A man, no matter how hum- 
ble his business can be, can hold his 
head up among the princes of the 
world, if, as they ought to do, he 
will think of himaelf as the servant 
of the people and not as their mas- 
ter, as one who Would serve and not 
one who would govern.

NEW YORK, June 29.—The case 
of Hans Tauscher, former German 
army officer, who has been on trial 
in the Federal court here for sev- 
l eral days under an indictment charg- 
ing him with complicity in a plot 
to destroy the Welland Canal in 
September, 1914, will go to the jury 
tomorrow. 

Counsel for both sides summed up 
today after Tauscher, testifying as 
the final witness for the defense, 
while admitting that he § arranged 
for the purchase and delivery of 
dynamite, denied that he knew that 
the explosive was to be used to 
blow up the Welland Canal. 

The name of Capt. Franz von Pa- 
pen, recalled German attache, was 
mentioned frequently during the final 
day of the trial. Tauscher admitted 
that upon his arrival in this country 
from eGrmany he reported to Von 
Papen and testified that he supplied 
the dynamite at the instance of an 
emissary of Von Papen. Tauscher’s 
counsel, in summing up, conceded 
that Von Papen and Horst von der 
Goltz, on the strength of whose story 
Tauscher was indicted, had some 
kind of an agreement from Von der 
Goltz to go to Canada. Tauscher’s 
attorney described his client as a 
dupe for Von der Goltz.

STATE IS LEFT 
WITHOUT GUARD 


Los Angeles Troop the First 
to Leave for Front. 


\Leborites in North Plan to 


Increase Violence. 


Capt. Gunn Praises the Men 
on Way to the Border. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—FXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

SACRAMENTO, June 29.—With 
the mustering in of Co. A of the 
Seventh California Infantry tonight 
California has made the sacrifice of 
her last National Guardsman on the 
alter of unpreparedness of the Fed- 
eral government. Co. E of the Sev- 
enth was the first to be mustered in. 
The State is now left absolutely with- 
out a militia. Rumors from the San 
Francisco water front are to the ef- 
fect that the strike is spreading and 


the first death in what may develop 
into new hop field riots occurred 
here yesterday; but the State is left 
without a guardsman in case rioting 
and destruction of property should 
oceur. 

On the water front here it is cur- 
rently reported that the striking 
longshoremen have taken new heart 
and turned down all offers of com- 
promise as they have seen the three 
regiments and squadron of’ cavalry 
of the National Guard turned over 
to the Federal government. Citi- 
zens and property will be without 
protection against rioting and pil- 
lage as iong as the State militia 
shall be doing Federal service. 

In fact, the officers of the National 
Geaard themselves are of the opinion 
that the State is absolutely deprived 
of its militia since both officers and 
enlisted men have taken the requisite 
oath that makes them a part of the 
regular army. 

COL. SCHREIBER'S VIEWS. 


Col. Schreiber of the Seventh Regi- 
ment said this afternoon that he 
shall continue to sign himself as 
colonel of the Seventh Regiment, 
N.G.C., although he is in fact colonel 
of the Seventh Regiment, First Cal- 
fornia Brigade, U.S.A. " 

Other officers have not decided 
whether they shall call themselves 
National Guardsmen or officers of the 
United States Army. In their opin- 
ion they are both.

Gunn commanding, is the first unit 
of the California National Guard— 
that was—to move from camp at 
Sacramento and to entrain for serv- 
ice on the border. It led the four 
troops of the first cavalry squadron 
which entrained tonight shortly be- 
fore midnight. 

“Ll have a splendid troop; sixty- 
eight of the troopers may be classed 
as veterans; the other twenty men 
are good riders and will soon learn 
the routine by mingling with the 
seasoned troopers. Twenty of the 
newly enlisted men are former reg- 
ular army cavalrymen. The men are 
in excellent spirits; their only fear 
is that we shall not have a brush 
with the Mexicans after reaching 
the border. Los Angeles can rest as- 
sured that Troop D will not be found 
wanting.”’ 

This is the message that Capt. 
Gunn sent to Los Angeles as he stood 
on the steps of the passenger coach 
that was carrying away half his 
troop in the unexplored realms 
where death lurks and glory waits. 
Some are doubtless destined for high 
achievement, others for food. for 
vultures. The first squadron will 
pass through Barstow about noon 
tomorrow over the Santa Fe. 

SACRAMENTO OUT IN FORCE. 

Sacramento turned out in force to 
witness the entrainment of Maj. 
Kay's dashing troops. The cavalry 
squadron is one of the favorites here, 
as Troop B is from Sacramento. The 
coaches in which the men were to 
ride were decorated and half filled 
with delicacies. Tears and cheers 
mingled as the troops moved, for 
there were many sad-eyed mothers 
here who say their sons depart for 
what they fear may be a journey 
without a return. 

The troops themselves were in ex- 
cellent spirits; the only cloud in their 
sky of hope was the fear that the 
present Mexican imbroglio will be 
settled by arbitration. 

“My men would be much better 
Satisfied,” said Maj. Kay, “if they 
could be assured that there will be 
a fight at the end of the line. Many 
of them have made heavy sacrifices 
to keep their obligations with the 
guard; it would be a sore disap- 
pointment to them to find that the 
sacrifices were needless. The tele- 
graph reports that the American 
troops held by the Mexicans 
been released is a great disappoint- 
ment to them. The toast at the stir- 
rup cup last night was to the hour 
when they should ride south of the 
Rio Grande to release the colored 
troopers and punish their cowardly 
captors, who, we believe, attacked 
them from ambush. . 

“While there are more newly en- 
listed men than I like for active 
service, yet there are enough sea- 
soned men to break them in within 
a reasonable time. I should say that 
about half the troopers in the squad- 
ron are in camp for the first time.” 

MEN DISAPPOINTED. 

Tt was a disappointment to the 
men and officers of the Fifth and 
Second Infantry to see the cavalry 
entrained first. Both these regi- 
ments are ready for service and 
have been called; but there are 
hitches about the equipment that 
delays their movement. 

The Second Infantry expects to get 
away tomorrow, the Fifth Infantry 
on Saturday and the Seventh In- 
fantry about Monday. 

No official orders have yet been 
received for the Seventh Regiment, 
but it is understood that it will re- 
ceive orders to move as soon as the 
equipment is complete. 

Every one of the thousand odd 
meh of the thirteen companies who 
w in camp yesterday, took the 
required oath and was mustered into 
the Federal service; but twelve in- 
antrymen are missing. These had 
either over-stayed their temporary 
leaves of absence or had deserted. 

Among the missing were privates 
Thompson and Corylle of Company F, 
Los Angeles. Both are newly en- 
listed men and both are former reg- 
ulars, 

All over the camp the news of the 
release of the imprisoned troopers by 
Carranza dampened the enthusiasm 
that was beginning to reach almost 
a fever heat. The men have made 
sacrifices cheerfully because they 
felt their country actually needed 
them, and they have looked for- 
ward to a brush with the Mexicans 
as eagerly as to the annual foot- 
ball match. Now the enlisted men 
of the Seventh» Regiment are begin- 
ning to fear that the trouble will 
all be over and the guardsmen 
turned back to the States by the 
time they reach the border. 

One advantage accrues to the en- 
listed men by reason of joining the 
regular army. They are now in line 
for pensions in case they are dis- 
abled in service. As long as they re- 
‘mained members of the National 
Guard they were entitled to no pen- 
sions, 

There was a discussion among the 
officers of the National Guard today 
of a project to form a second brigade 
of the California National Guard 
which should be independent of the 
Federal government. It had been

Was somewhat smeared by the sud- 
den charge of an avalanche of 
movies, who rushed headlong over 
the bridge hollering as they flew: 
“Now, George, don’t you get up 
there too far and shut me out. *Aw, 
don’t try to hog the whole darn 
bridge. Gimme a chance, can’t 
you?”

Meanwhile an august event had 
transpired in Mexico. Gen. Gonzales 
and Gen. Garcia, respectively com- 
mandant and Consul, had arrived at 
the brid@e, accompanied by the May- 
or of Juarez. These three illustrious 
gentlemen looked most unhappy. 
They did not at all look the part 
they had chosen for themselves. 
They had come out on the bridge to 
patronize the United States govern- 
ment. They were going to turn 
back the prisoners with an air of 
one saying: “Here are your poor 
prisoners. As you evidently can’t 
capture them back, we will give 
them to you.” But when they got 
out there on the bridge alone they 
began to feel lonesome and perfectly 
miserable. The poor little Mayor of 
Juarez looked so scared that I half 
expected to see him duck and run. 


GEN. BELL ARRIVES. 


Presently a portly old gentleman 
in uniform, with an air ef calm dig- 
nity, marched out from the Ameri- 
can end of the bridge with half a 
dozen young staff officers trailing 
along behind him. This was Gen. 
George Bell, Jr., who is known af- 
fectionateiy among his soldiers as a 
“fighting old son of a gun.” There 
are considerable years in the snow 
on his head, but his heart is the 
heart of a fighting young officer just 
out of West Point. By the time 
Gen. Bell got out on the middle of 
the bridge, the Mexican grandees 
were annoyed to find themselves 
bowing and scraping to him like 
waiters. The quiet, formal courtesy 
of this old fighting soldier had un- 
accountably overawed them. 

While the officers of the two na- 
tions stood shaking hands, a strong 
procession wended its way down the 
main street of Juarez and out onto 
the bridge. 

Guarded on either side by bristling 
little Mexican soldiers, came twen- 
ty-three black troopers. 

They marched two by two onto 
the bridge. Flanking each negro 
prisoner were two Mexican soldiers. 
These Mexicans had tried to get 
themselves up in a fearful and ter- 
rible regalia of war. Their uni- 
forms were yellow khaki. Cart- 
ridges were draped all over them. 
They looked like traveling arsenals. 
Each soldier had a belt of cartridges 
about his middle and two bandoleers 
of cartridges hungover his shoul- 
ders. At their head marched a 
fussy little officer, who pranced 
around a great deal and waved a 
gleaming sword. I never saw such 
a busy little sword. He fumed 
around like a little bantam rooster. 

In the midst of this little yellow 
fluff of fuss and feathers, marched 
twenty-three half-naked negro 
troopers. Their clothes were hang- 
ing to their black bodies in shreds. 
Two men had no clothes except un- 
dershirts and had wrapped an old 
torn piece of blanket around their 
middles. But each man walked in 
his place with the pride and glory 
that a man gets who serves under 
the flag and offers his life in battle. 
Their dignity and poise was superb. 
It was the Mexicans who seemed 
ridiculous and absurd. Each man 
with his black chest showing naked 
through his rags, his unshaven chin 
held in and the black, naked feet 
hitting the bridge-with the old one- 
two-three-four was a splendid pic- 
ture of a soldier. 

SOLDIERS ONCE MORE. 

They came to a halt at the middle 
of the bridge. As each man stepped 
forward and crossed that crack, he 
ceased to be a prisoner. He became 
once more a soldier of Uncle Sam. 
Crossing that crack transformed 
him. We had debated for hours 
what the negroes would do when 
they hit American soll. We had pic- 
tured to ourselves the wild cheering 
of these emotional souls. But their 
instinct for drama was truer than 
urs. 

, They came to a halt with a click 
like a machine.

One of the staff offi- 
cers called their names and as each 
man’s name was called, he stepped

STORY OF GIBSON. 


“When the fight at Carrizal be- 
gan,” he said, “they opened on us 
with machine guns, Capt. Boyd and 
I came together in the battle and 
when he advanced to the Mexican 
firing line, 1 advanced with him. He 
remarked to me that he wished 
somebody could get those machine- 
gun operators. I am a machine gun 
expert and I soon located them. They 
were at the ends of a V-shaped 
ditch. 

“I could see the men who were 
working the guns. Their bodies were 
well exposed. I advanced in the 
face of the fire to about thirty-five 
yards and let one of them have it. 
He fell dead and the machine gun 
stopped, Then I turned to the other 
one and walked up to within about 
the same distance of him and shot 
him off the gun. 

“No, sir, I didn’t think much of 
them machine gun operators. They 
both had good Colts guns but they 
let us get up close enough to pick 
them off. No good machine-gun 
operator ought to allow that. 

“The fight got pretty hot and I 
managed to retreat to a house. I 
and another fellow found Capt. 
Morey in a ditch under a tree and 
he was wounded.” 

As, in another man’s story, I am 
going to tell about the fight in this 
house, I will jump Gibson's narra- 
tive along to the place where he was 
taken prisoner and marched to Villa 
Ahumada. Here his watch and 
money were taken with his clothes. 

“We were treated well enough by 
the soldiers, except for that,” said 
Gibson. “But the civilian mobs hor- 
ribly mistreated us. We were stoned 
and pounded and beaten and 
mobbed. At last they put us in the 
jail at Chihuahua. All we got to 


}sleep on a cold cement floor without, 
blankets. 
ALL HOPED FOR RESCUE. 


“Mexican officials used to tell us 
every day that we were going to be 
executed, but We never gave up hope 
that we would be rescued by our 
eavairy. There was a window from 
which we could look and we always 
kept a lookout there, hoping to see 
the dust of a cavalry column coming 
to our rescue, 

“There was a deserter from the 
Twenty-fourth Infantry in Chihua- 
hua and he used to get word to us. 
We tried to send word by him for 
the cavalry to come and rescue us. 
I don’t think we ever got very down- 
hearted. We always thought the 
cavalry would come to rescue us. 

“The British Vice-Consul used to 
come to see us and encouraged us a 
great deal. One day the Mexicans 
told us we were to be taken away 
from the jail. We didn’t know 
whether or not we were to be exe- 
cuted. All we knew was just that 
we were going to move out. - About 
an hour before we started the Brit- 
ifh Consul told us that we were go- 
ing back to the United States to be 
released. . 

“They were very nice to us on the 
train coming back to Juarez. We 
passed a great many Mexican soldiers 
at different stations along the way. 

“I guess we got off pretty lucky 
but I would like mighty well to get 
that watch back.”

We took him to a little adobe house. 

“I can just remember how the 
captain waked as he sat there on the 
floor with,Gibson trying to bandage 
his arm.f/ He says, ‘Boys, we must 
make a nd here.” But I see how 
it was outside and I,says to him, 
‘Captain, sir, we can’t make no stand 
here.’ So I went on out to fight and 
I came across Sergt. Page and six 
ethers and we was fighting our way 
te the led horses. 

“We fought our way for about a 
mile and a half toward the horses 
but so many Mexicans was coming 
fip that Seret. Page says, ‘We beticr 
stop and put up a fight right here’ 
and we says, ‘All right, let's fight 
here, and we fought. But just then 
a whole troop of Mexican cayaliry 


came galloping up behind us and 


we threw up our arms and sur- 
rendered.” 

He said they were taken to a train 
and with their arms tted behind 
them, were put on top of &@-bhox car 
where they were stoned by mobs. 

Several of the troopers had been 
wounded and wore bandages. A for- 
lorn little darky named Alexander 
still has his arm in a sling. He said 
he lay on the battlefield, bleeding, 
for about fifteen minutes, when he 
saw the Mormon guide shooting 
near him. He asked him to help him 
bind up the wound. The guide re- 
plied: “I ain’t got no time to fix 
your wound right now, as I think I 
had better shoot a few of these 
Mexicans.” The battle swept over 
him and back again, and finally, 
after the Americans had retreated, 
Mexicans captured him and took him 
to Vila Ahumada and then to Chihua- 
hua. He got no medical attention 
until he got to Chihuahua, and suf- 
fered horribly from his undressed 
wound. 

HID IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

One little black trooper, George 
M. Chaplin, told me how he fought 
his way through the lines and hid 
in the mountains. He traveled at 
night and hid by day until he 
finally got to the railroad, along 
which he made his way nearly to 
Juarez. Here, almost within sight of 
the American boundary, he was 
caught and sent back to Chihuahua. 

Three or four other men related 
how they had escaped from the bat- 
tiefield and wandered around the 
mountains for several days, until 
picked up by cavalry patrols. 

Lem Spilisbury, the Mormon 
scout, disappointed me. He appeared 
in a white duck suit with hignh-wa- 
ter pants and a cutey sailor hat he 
had picked up somewhere in Chi- 
huahua, I was expecting a rough 
old dare-devil scout, who squirted 
out his reluctant story between 
quids of navy plug. Lemuel turned 
out to be a person eager to tell his 
story. As soon as he got to town 
he hurried to a stenographer and 
wrote a piece and sent an agent 
around to the newspapers inquiring, 
“How much will you give Lem for 
his story ?’’ 

Lem is too much like a picture 
actor.

About the same time that 
negro troopers were crossing the 
bridge Capt. Morey was arriving 
from Columbus by train, having 
come in from Pershing’s command 
by motor to the border. 

He met his wife here and tonitcht 
they went out together to Fort Bliss 
to see his black soldiers, from whom 
he parted in the little adobe hous 
on the battlefield of Carrizal. 


The captain is a typical army offi-| 


cer and looks just as army officers 
ought to look.

“Northwest of the Thiaumont 
works there were minor infantry 
engagements. 

“Eastern front: Russian attacks 
made by some companies between 
Dubatowka and Smoggon failed un- 
der our curtain of fife. 

“Near Guessitchi, southeast of 
Ljubtscha, a German division (de- 
tachment,) stormed an enemy point 
of support east of the Niemen, tak- 
ing two officers and fifty-six men 
prisoners and capturing two ma- 
ehine guns and two mine throwers.”

SACRED MOUNTAIN. 
TO BE MADE GREEN. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
TAINANFU (Shantung Province, 
China) June 2.—Mount Taishan, the 
famous sacred mountain of China 
where Emperor Shun offered sac- 
rifices to heaven twenty-three cen- 
turies before the Christian Era, is 
to be reforested through an effort 
inaugurated by the Chinese Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and heartily 
supported by Christian missionaries 
and Chinese educators. 

This sacred mountain, which rises 
6000 feet above the sea level, and 
has long been sought by tourists be- 
cause of the wonderful coptour of 
the peak and its historic temples, 
was dentided centuries ago of trees 
and its sides have been washed and 
cut by freshets no longer checked by 
trees and grass. 

Many trees were planted on the 
mountain at the time of feast of the 
tomb this year, which was cele- 
brated ag arbor day throughout 
China. A government official has 
been stationed here for the express 
purpose of looking after the affor- 
estation of the mountain and a large 
tract of land has been planted with 
seedlings, which will furnish trees 
to be replanted on the sacred moun- 
tain. 


KING AND QUEEN 
VISIT SOLDIERS.

FRENCH FRONT IN BELGIAN 
FLANDERS, June 15.-—The sol- 
diers on this front are cheered by 
frequent visits of the King and the 
Queen of the Belgians. On their 
last visit King Albert was in a gen- 
eral's uniform of khaki and Queen 
Elizabeth looked charming in a 
smart tailor-made suit of the same 
hue. Instead of the usual toque 
she wore a Belgian soldier's steel 
helmet as @ protection from astray 
bullets. 

After examining the various front- 
line pesitions, the King and Queen 
passed in review of infantry and 
sallors, who were delighted to see 
the royal couple, especially the 
Queen, who displayed on her jacket 
the French War Cross awarded her 
by President Poincare for bravery 
at the front. | 

While in one of the second-line 
trenches the Queen expressed the de- 
sire to photograph the soldiers, and 
they were ranged hefore her, — 

Some of them ,who had been 
asleep in their dugouts asked for 
time to give themselves a “wash and 
brush-up,” but Her Majesty said: 
“No, no! You look more picturesque 
the way you are.” They were taken 
as they stood. 

The Queen chatted with the sol- 
diers for a few minutes and prom- 
ised to send their families signed 
copies of the photegraphs she had 
just taken.

MAINE MEMORIAL 
AGITATION REVIVED.

tion of the memorial of the Maine.

buying by associations of consumers 


ig fast developing from the present 
fcod situation in France. They are 
likely to assume such proportions as 
to worry the dealers who have profit- 
ed from the state of war to exact 
war profits on provisions that have 
been so abundant as to justify nor- 
ma] prices, . 

A well-known actress, a woman 
lawyer and an authoress of renown 
form one of the “co-operatives,” as 
they are called at the central mar- 
kets. Three times a week they get 
out with their market baskets early 
enough to get to the “Halles” for 
the 7 o'clock sales, and by combin- 
ing their requirements get nearly 
everything they need for the table 
at wholesale prices. 

Provisions bought at the central 
markets are not delivered at domi- 
cile by the seller, which has always 
been an obstacle to individual maf- 
keting there; the money saved was 
no more and often less than the price 
of a cab to carry the purchases home.

this obstacle, the same cab delivering 
vLaskets of provisions to three or four 
families, leaving a good margin of 
profit on the day’s marketing. 


PORTUGAL'S NAVY 
SHORT OF MEN. 


[4. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LISBON, June 10.—There has 
been great activity with regard to the 
Portuguese navy and its arsenals 
during the last three months since 
the state of war was declared in this 
country. Besides the repaired ves- 
sels, five ships—two of which were 
German-—have been fully equipped 
and armed. Strenuous efforts are be- 
ing made to obtain crews for other 
shipa—thirty-six at Lisbon and sixty- 
seven in all, including those in the 
colonies and islands.

Press Company President is 
Twice Arrested. 
Forty Thousand Dollars Gone, 
Cry Stockholders. 


Ousted Official is Released

J. T. Merrill, former president of 
the Halberg-Mier Automatic Press 
Company, was arraigned yesterday 
for the second time in less than 
twenty-four hours on a charge of 
embezzlement from the corporation 
of which he is the head. He was 
arrested on Wednesday on a com- 
plaint sworn to by one of the stock- 
holders and was arraigned after 


court hours before Justice Brown. 

A large sum is said to be involved, 
although the complaint alleged only 
that Mr. Merrill had appropriated 
the sum of $400 belonging to the 
company to his own use and men- 
tioned also $5700 said to have been 
involved in transactions of the ex- 
president of the corporation which 
should be accounted for. The bail 
in this instance was fixed at $5000. 

Yesterday Charles W. Fox, an- 
other stockholder, secured another 
complaint, which also alleged that 
Mr, Merril] had on April 3 and May 
2 taken $400 each time. According 
to statements made by Fox to Dep- 
uty District Attorney Van Cott, who 


posed of treasury stock in the com- 
pany without making the proper 
accountings. 

Mr. Merrill was taken before Jus- 
tice Hanby yesterday on the second 
charge and the court fixed the bond 
at $10,000, making a total of $15,000 
on which the defendant is held. Bond

Mr. Merrill refused to discuss the 
matter, declaring that he would wait 
until tried before saying anything 
and that at that time he will be 
exonerated. 


BIG SUM MISSING. 


Discovery of the alleged shortage 
in the books was made, according to 
Frank H. Evans, a heavy stockhold- 
er, who has been elected president 
of the company, after the books were 
seized and experted by an account- 
ant. Mr. Evans declared last night 
that the shortage is approximately 
$40,000. 

“We became suspicious,” Mr. 
Evans said, “when Merrill repeated- 
ly refused to permit us to examine 
the books. At last our patience was 
exhausted and we seized all of the 
accounts. An examination of them 
revealed the fact that the treasury 
was practically bankrupt while we 
had been led to think it contained 
no less than $42,000. 

“As soon as we learned the condi- 
tions the stockholders held a meet- 
ing, discharged Merrill and the sec- 
retary. I was elected president and 
E. B. McKnight, another stockholder, 
secretary. 

“A proposition was made to the 
stockholders today for a compromise, 
Merrill having suggested a_ settle- 
ment that would result in the sur- 
render of his stock, reorganization 
of the company and his withdrawal. 
We have considered the matter care- 
fully and have unanimously decided 
that we will not stand for any 
compromise.” 

The Halberg-Mier Automatic Press 
Company is incorporated under the 
laws of California and is a $1,000,000 


corporation. Among its principal 
stockholders are H. J. Houser, 
Charles W. Fox, Frank H. Evans, 


Julius Conrad, Fred Mills, E. B. Mc- 
Knight and W. C. Miller. 

Mr. Evans declares the company 
is in excellent condition financially, 
that it does not owe a dollar and will 
be operated upon an extensive scale.

OREGON TROOPS HERE ON 
WAY TO MEXICAN BORDER. 


N ROUTE to Fort Rosecras, | 
FE about 350 officers and men of 
the third battalion, Third Ore- 
gon Infantry, U.S.A., the first bat- 
talion of National Guard troops mus- 
tered into the Federal service in 
the United States, passed through 
the city last evening. They left the 
Oregon concentration camp. at 
Clackamas Tuesday evening, via 
Southern Pacific, and have come by 
Way of Chico, Stockton, Fresno and

The troop train, consisting of two 
baggage, two flat and two box cars 
and nine tourist sleepers, arrived ‘at 
River Station at 6 o'clock. The San- 
ta Fe immediately took charge of 
the train, shunted it to the main line 
and started it at 10 o’clock to San 
Diego. The second battalion of the 
regiment is expected at about 9 
o'clock this morning and the first 
battalion late tonight. 

The martial ardor of the troops 
was manifestly not cooled by the 
monotony of their journey, although 
their enthusiasm was somewhat 
dampened by the apparently poor 
prospect of action below the border. 

Immediately after the train came 
to a stop at River Station the sol- 
diers began to make friends with

I be- 
lieve that before another generation 
the United States will be broken up, 
because we have long since departed 
from the motives and purposes of: 
the men who founded this repubilc. 
And I believe before another genera- 
tion there will be a new republic on 
the Pacific Coast. 

FORCES AT WORK. 


“Now, the well-being of the peo- 
ple of California depends, you might 
say, upon the lumber industry, upon 
their financial arrangements, and 
upon their government, and I believe 
the same forces are at work again,

Diss and 
Stein allege, on the other hand, that 
hey were not the agents of the com- 
pany, but of the people insured by 
policies issued by the Commonwealth 
Bonding and Casualty Insurance

It appears that Diss and Stein re- 
celved money on account of such 
policies, but before the checks could 
be sent to San Francisco, where the 
defendant corporation is located, it 
failed. 

Judge Trippet took the matter un- 
der advisement as to whether he 
should hear the case or have the 
issues tried out by a jury.

In time, having so extensive a supply of 
crude oil to draw upon, with factories as 
well managed as the factories of Germany, 
California may supply all the dyes neces- 


Possession of the chemical secret for pro- 
ducing fast dyes is half the battle. Time 
and economic concentration must complete 
the victory. 

Dr. Heyl learned his handicraft in the 
biggest dye factory in Germany, and is ap- 
plying the fruits of his knowledge to our 
mineral resources of California. So far 
our American manufacturers in the East 
have not succeeded in making their dyes 
as fast and as lasting as the imported dyes 
from Germany. Our postmasters have dis- 
covered this in examining postage stamps 
colored with the old German dyes and those 
with the new dyes made in America. In 
the first case the color !s confined sharply

But we are started on the right track, and, 
backed by American brains, we may con- 
fidently expect to see Southern California 
some day the seat of another permanent in- 
dustry. We can produce here not only ant- 
line dyes; we have also raw material in 
Lower California for making the equally- 
important orcein dyes. 

To guarantee a future for the dye in- 
dustry here, however, it is first essential to 
make sure of an administration at Wash- 
ington pledged to a fair protective tariff, 
else capital will not be tempted to invest in 
what would otherwise be a doubtful enter- 
prise. One more cogent reason is thus add- 
ed to the innumerable others for rolling up 
a fine majority for the Republican party. 


0 UR DUTY IN MEXICO. 

It is to be hoped, but perhaps not to 
be expected, that the surrender and return 
to the United States of the prisoners taken 
at the battle of Carrizal, accompanied by 
the disavowal which President Wilson de- 
manded of First Chief Carranza, may pre 
vent for the present war between the United 
States and Mexico.

Car- 
ranza knows that for him to disappoint the 
expectations of his soldiers, who are bent 
on rapine, would be to lose his hold on his 
job as “First Chief” and compel his retire- 
tment and flight from the country. He also 
knows that he cannot hope for even tem- 
porary success in a fight with the United 
States without first enlarging his army by 
consolidating all of the bandit factions into 
one force under his leadership. He hopes— 
possibly not without having received en- 
couragement—for financial aid from Ger- 
many and for help in the way of ships, mu- 
nitions, guns, men and food from Japan. 

It will be well for Uncle Sam to take ad- 
vantage of the delay sought by Carranza 
and to mobilize and drill and transport to 
the border our own troops and, at the first 
aggressive act of Mexico, to waste no time 
in profitiess palaver, but march our forces 
at once into Chihuahua, Sonora and Lower 
California, take possession-of them and stay 
there and govern,them until the last ban- 
dit shall be shot or hanged or driven south- 
ward and peace and order completely re- 
stored and all American claims for depreda- 
tions on American property adjusted and 
placed in process of payment, and then re- 
tire, and not until then.

PEACE AND LABOR. 


United States as Well as Europe 
Will Find Workmen Scarce After 
the War. 

[Wall Street Journal:] It is estti- 
mated that already 2,000,000 of Eu- 
rope’s finest men are dead and that 
the total is being added to by thou- 
sands daily. Another 2,000,000 will 
be handicapped for life ‘through 
wounds and every day the war lasts 
this pathetic band will be vastly in- 
creased to the detriment of the na- 
tions for many a year to come. 

A leading British economist who 
recently visited this country en 
route for Canada, to which it is ex- 
pected a great many of Great Brit- 
ain’s soldiers surviving this war will 
emigrate, said that it was a mis- 
taken theory that the women of the 
yarious countries would hold on to 
their positions which they now hold 
and which the mer filled previously. 
In the first place, the large percent- 
age of women belong to the families 
of the soldiers fighting, and these 
are given preference in the matter 
of positions and naturally they will 
return to their domestic duties when 
the war is over. Tens of thousands 
of women are working in munition 
factories, and these will return to 
their normal positions as house- 
servants, etc. The difficulty will be 
keeping the men at home. Hard- 
ened by war and outdoor life, thou- 
sands of these men will never re- 
turn to counters, mines and facto- 
ries, and they will prefer the open- 
air life offered by Canada, Australia 
and other colonies. This economist 
believes that the governments are 
already arranging plans which will 
enforce a great many of the men to 
remain at home, and it may take 
the form of a big head-tax which 
poor people will be unable to pay. 
Furthermore, many of the govern- 
ments may keep the men on the 
army lists and prevent them from 
leaving the country without per- 
mits for several years. 

In several countries the demand 


for labor will be big, and this is ex- | 


pected to bring many of the various 
countries’ citizens home again from 
the United States. 2 

Those following the labor prob- 
lems of this country are wondering 
how the United States will come out 
in the great labor upheaval follow- 
ing on the heels of peace. In many 
ways this country is already feeling 
the pinch of lighter emigration, and 
if this is to be followed by a great 


. exodus of foreign labor, the situa- 


tion may easily become acute. 
Already Canada, Australia and 
other British colonies are preparing 
to get some of the fine manhood 
which Europe will offer as- emi- 
grants, and many believe that this 
country should be ready to offer in- 
ducements to get some of these for 
our sparsely-settled States, for they 
would be very desirable citizens.

But I am a hum- 
ble missionary to. the rising genera- | 
tion, who is valiantly, at supreme 
effort, nipping their inherent, per- 
nicious prejudices in the bud. No 
sacrifice is too great in my modest 
life-work. If necessary, 
ready to learn how to play marbles, 
climb trees, mend skates, yea, even 
to master the complications of “kick 
the can” and “mumble-peg.” Al- 
ready I am a demon of efficiency 
at lighting outdoor fires, making sol- 
dier’s. hats out of paper, contriving 
boomerangs and windmills, build- 
ing automobiles out of a box and 
two old cycle wheels, making and 
shooting bows and arrows, erecting 
sand castles, tug-of-war, fox-and- 
geese, and finding trap-door spiders.

Time and height of tide have 
reduced to minutes and fractions 
a foot, but bo govérhment table can 
foretell aloneshore currents, and if 
it could. the amount of trash; afloat 
always Would continue the present 
uneertainty of surf fishing so forci- 
bly impressed upon the cutters of 
clam and shyers of sinkers last week. 
Nor can the height and weight of 
gfourid-swells following 
forecast. These are the things that 
make lad fidat and dfivé both fish 
and fishermen: out of the boiling, 
banging breakers that crash like 
cannon as they strike the rt tee re- 
eéiling if undértow that swimmers 
cannot stern—the so-called “tide- 
rips.” i 

Kelp strewn inshore has been 4 
nuisance this summer to surf fish- 
ermen and beach resort keepers 
both. The kelp-cutting operations, 
which, in the-high-price-of-potash- 
owing-to-waf-demand and decreased 
supply, have assumed enormous pro- 
portions this year, ‘are generally 
blamed for the trash-laden condi- 
tion of thé beaches, but extremely 
high “spring tides” and the vast 
amount of driftwood still awash 
from last winter’s fldods play a part 
in it. 

However bothersome this waste 
from the kelp cutters may become, 
it is likely to go of unabated, and 
anglers will simply have to do most 
ef their fishing at the slack tides 
when it le not so béthersome. The 
trash prevents keeping a line out 
whete much cufrent is rinning how- 
ever heavily thé leadet be leaded, 
as the drifting masses of kelp sim- 
ply pick uP sinker and move off 
with it, while any good fish With size 
éfiough to stay out a few minutes 
ta certain to secuté his freedom by 
fouling himself in the trash and tak- 
ing advantage of the slack line thus 
gained to turn Off the hook. 

Although tides continue uninviting 
on per until the middle of the 
ol the rest of the tidés through 
July excepting those in the evenings 
abotit full moon aré fair enough, and 
if the surf fish ¢ome back into the 
breakers after their long lay off good 
spoft cafti be expected the rest of 
the mofith. 

TO CLOSE SOON. 

Now that many small black bass 
of littl over the mirnimtim-size 
limit of seven inches are being taken 
in Fernando feservoir, the city wa- 
ter department probably will close 
it very soon, as the taking of arti- 
ficially-propagated fish at seven 
inches is a waste, when if left alone 
these fish would put on a pound a 
year for the next decade with favor- 
atie water and food conditions to 
aid them.

The effect of thé moon upon all 
fishing is partly mechanical and 
partiy indireet: In the sea i & 
refiex through the changes pro- 
duced in tides, which are highest at 
full and hewW fiooh, lowest at the 
quarters. 

Pixtféme high tides afe not always 
bad tides, depending upon how much 
wind, swell and current comes with 
them, but they afe more likely to 
be unfishably rough. 

In the mountain lakes, fdll moon, 


followed by poorer fishing than 
dark of the moon simply for mé- 
chafii¢al reasons. The fish can see 
to feed, and do take niofe or less 
food through the hours usually 
dark. They are fine and fat; sleék 
as seals alwaya after bright flights; 
and a first-class fishermafhi who 
kriows their ways always can get a 
g00d mess of them, 

The effect of tides anid tidal ctir- 
rehts upon thé movements of deep- 
Sea fish is well understood by com- 
mercial fishermen who make a liv- 
ing out of taking them.

AT CITY HALL 


Seréice Commission’s Stand 
on Bonds a Cause. 


Refusal to Help Defray the 
Aqueduct Cost Offends. 


Councilmen Promises Risers; 


Declaring the flat refusal of the 
Public Service Commission to con- 
sider the Council's suggestion that a 
portion of water revenues be used to 
pay aqueduct bonds and assist in re- 
ducing the city taxes, will be 
answered in full, Councilman Con- 
well yesterday commented upon the 
attitude expressed by the board as 
without precedent in city affairs. 
The report of the Public Service 
Commission was formally presented 
to the Council yesterday and the 
suggestions and questions set forth 
in the Council resolution, adopted on 
motion of Mr. Conwell and Mr. Top- 


ham, were replied to in more or 
less detail as the board tacitly re- 
fused to consider the proposition of 
contributing $500,000 towards inter- 
est and sinking fund on its capitali- 
zation. 
MISINFORMATION ? 

In the matter of statistics pre- 
sented by Mr. Conwell, the Public 
Service Board said that Mr. Conwell 
was “apparently misinfofmed”" and 
had not avail himself of the op- 
portunity of getting correct figures. 
Mr. Conwell covered this point by 
asserting that the figures he quoted 
were all taken from the official re- 
ports of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, but he added that inasmuch 
as the water department's figures in 
its present budget show that the 
board “forgot” to include certain 
items of revenue and expenditures, 
amounting to $111,000, he is not pre- 
| pared to vouch for the accuracy of 
any of the figures from the Public 
Service Commission. 

Referring to the promises made in 
the bond campaign, when the aque- 
duct was financed nine years ago, 
the Public Service Commission 
classed as “scraps of paper” the as- 
surances that when completed the 
aqueduct would be selfsupporting, 
and the present repudiat these 
promises definitely. 

The Public Service Commission's 
reply to the charge that its salaries 
are excessive as compared with 
those of other city departments, is to 
the effect that r. Conwell’s state- 
ment was not specific and individual 
members of the commission serve 
without pay. 

SALARY COMMENT. 

Mr. Conwell’s comment on this was 
to the effect that while the general 
list of water department salaries is 
15 to 30 per cent. above those paid 
for like service in other departments, 
the Public Service Commission 
signed a resolution raising the pay of 
some of these alleged over-paid em- 
ployees before the ink on the report 
was dry. Councilman Topham said 
he had been informed that one $250 
a month employee in the water de- 
partment had an assistant at $175 
a month «to do all his work and this 
work amounted to three or four 
hours a day. Members of the Coun- 
cil asserted they will demand a com- 
plete report of its pay roll from the 
Public Service Department for im- 
mediate investigation. — 

Councilman Conwell said that 
within a few days he will accept the 
challenge of the Public Service Com- 
mission and issue a detailed reply to 
yesterday's attack.

BUSY “SAVING” 
LABOR TEMPLE. 


Unions Again Face Financial 
Calls of the Bosses. 


Many Verbal Brickbats. 


Time Limit for Cash Rescue 
Act up at Noon Today. 


The Los Angeles. Labor Temple, 
which has been hanging perilously 
on the verge of bankruptcy, is to 
be “saved” again. Labor Temple is 
like a confirmed backslider, and ever 
so often there has to be a revival in 
union-labor circles to “save” the 
building that has suffered from mis- 
management ever since it was con- 
structed. | 

Now it is proposed once again 
to bleed the various unions to 
raise the necessary money to tide 
over immediate financial difficulties. 
Some of the unions are leary—they 
know the old game, and they de- 
clare they will not contribute un- 
less they are assured the money will 
be returned, 

This has brought about further 
ruction in the union ranks. A 
lengthy gabfest was held Wednes- 
day evening at the temple, in which 
verbal brickbats were freely thrown 
from beginning to end, but the rul- 
ing faction succeeded In whipping 
into line several unions that will 


the Labor Temple Association pro- 
poses to issve its notes, to be paid 
for out of receipts from a proposed 
Labor Day celebration. 
This proposal brought on a great 
fight, in which many of the déle- 
Sates found opportunity to air their 
views about the mismanagement of 
the Labor Temple and to demand / 
that the present board resign. | 
Delegates declared they had come 
to the rescue of the Labor Temple 
time after time, until they were ut- 
terly tired of the constant calls, and 
that there has been such gross mis- 
management that the public has lost 
all confidence in the entire project 
or the ability of the union leaders 
to pull it out of its slotgh of de- 


spond. 

As a sidelight on the affairs of 
the institution—and also showing 
the weak and uncertain condition of 
the unions in Los Angeles—*“Red” 
Tom Fennessy read to the assem- 
blage a list of unions that owe rent 
to the total of $1100. He plain- 
tively stated that it was impossible 
to get this money. 

DISTRESS ELSEWHERE. 

In the discussions it was brought 
out that labor-union financial affairs 
all around are in a bad way—that 
the Labor Press lost $523 on its 
first eight issues and that there is 
at present a great deficit in the 
coffers of the Citizen, and an im- 
perative call for cash payments every 
week. It was shown that $1600 
was due the Pacific Mutual Com- 
pany April 29, last, and that $1500 
more will be due July 23 and an- 
other $1500 October 29. The asso- 
ciation has until noon today to pull 
its finances together in an attempt 
to save its building, as its creditors 
have become tired holding the sack. 

The outcome of the long and bit- 
ter wrangle was that the musicians’, 
machinists’, beer-wagon drivers’ ard 
bartenders’ unions each decided to 
once more put up some good coin 
to save the temple. Then the 
plumbers and the printers decided 
to assist, and now the final strug- 
gie to avert disaster must be made 
within the next few hours or the 


contribute $100 each to avert, for 
the present, the impending financial 
crash. 
TIME IS SHORT. 

All the unions were urged to pay 
in the $100 each and to pay an 
additional month’s rent before noon 
today. As security for this advance
